The pro 
cautions which h»ve been taken a.*o 
in the opinion of Dr. Salmon, ampl 
to prevent contamination, and hi 
does not believe the disease will 
spread.

tha Silver State, agree that the yield 
wheat and barley in the valley this y ear 
in proportion to the number of acres 
sown-, ill the heaviest for years. Man.Y 
farmers are now through threshing, 
and are well satisfied with the result 
Bat, while the yield per acre was good, 
the acreage was less than common. I 
is believed, however, unless the revival 
in mining should attract large crowds 
to Spring City and Willow Creek, that, 
there will be flour enough made in tha 
valley to lupply Northern Hamboldt 
and Elko.

LAND 


. Has it ever occurred to the mnss is of 
the American people that the most 
sarious danger which now menaces free 
institutions and which threatens de- 
struction to the American Republic, lies 
and larks lu the fact th.it individuals, 
corporations, syndicates und associa- 
tions are yearly securing title to vast 
landed estates in the several States and 
Territories of the Far West and South- 
west of the Union? If it hat not, we 
conjure the people to pause and con- 
sider the subject, and as they value the 
heritage bequeathed to them by a noble 
and considerate nnoestry, <ve warn them 
at once to take steps to put an imme- 
diate stop to the present practice and 
tendency of massing large bodies of 
land and securing control thereof and 
title thereto by a few peiaons, ontural 
and artificial. 


It is a thing of daily occurrence, as 


the newspapers inform us, that wealthy 
men at home and abroad are buying up 
vast tracts of land, from the ptairies of 
Dakota to the cedar brakes of Texas 
and that they are farming them out to a 
host of tenants who, in the nature of 
things, must ultimately become the 
predial slaves of their lunciloids, de- 
pendent upon them anil oboJteiit to 
their will. 


We are told that the London Times 


has already become alarmed at the fact 
that so niuny of the Butish nobility 
ha"8 invested such immeubo snms in 
American realty, and this dread spriugs, 
from the fact that it is appro hendnd, lu 
case of war between the two couiituea, 
that these land owners would bo swayed 
or controlled by their interests, to such 
an extent as to hamper their country in 
the conduct of the wnr or to preclude 
her in the outset frttn declining *ur 
even to assert her just rights or vindi- 
cate her injured honor. Whether tkaaa 
fears be reasonable or not, it is not for 
us to say, for we don't care one way or 
the other. Bat we do think, and say, 
that our people have a more senous 
danger threatening them, and one which 
every frioud of America ought to exeit 
himself to shuu.^It is this. The gradual 
building up and establishment of a 
landed aristocracy all over the TJuion, 


Let as, without extending this article 


to too great a length, endeavor to point 
oat the practical workings of this aggre- 
gation of lauds into a few hands. 
The 


Duke of Cambridge, ws will say, comes 
into Dakota and purchases fivo hundred 
thousand acres of her rich and rolling 
prairies. Possessing immense means, 
besides, he commences the work of im- 
pinving his purchase and planting on 
it, we will say, a colony of 5,000 Eng- 
lish tenants with their families. 
They 


go to work and in the course of a few 
years His Grace, in the very heart of a 
sovereign State of the American Uuion, 
owns a Principality, and every tenant 
on it is subject to his control. 
Suppose 


then that some grave question of State 
or national policy comes up, and it ha 
to bo voted upon by the people, it ma; 
perchance be one that directly tonche 
the rights of labor as against the uujus 
exactions of insensate, insatiate capital 
If it be a State question My Lord is ap 
pealed to across the waters, and from 
tis country seat in Sussex, or from his 
town house on Grosvener Square, h 
directs his overseer or manager to mass 
his tenantry and vote them in a solid 
body pro or con on the measure.

Tote may decide the question, and that 
decision may prove disastrous to those 
who are warring to the death with cap 
Statists or grasping corporations."

September returns to the Department

Minnesota stands as in 


August; Arkansas makes a gain of one 
point, and Georgia and Alabama remain 
as in August, but all the other oottpn 
States show a heavy decline.

The corn surplus States show changes 


as follows: Ohio, a reduction from 89 
to 82, Michigan, 68 to 60; Indiana, 95 
to 85; Illinois, 86 to 82; Iowa, 85 to 80. 
The increase in Missouri is from 83 to 
84; Kansas, 99 to 101; Kebraska, 84 to 
87. The decline in New York is from 
90 to 77 and in Pennsylvania from 99 to 
89. TUB general average of condition 
on the 1st of September was 84, a de- 
crease of 5 points during last month. 
The cause of this reduction, so nearly 
universal, is drouth, which is reported 
from every State of the Atlantic Coast, 
the Gulf Const and the Ohio Valley, 
and beyond the (Mississippi to the crest 
of the divide between that river and the 
Missouri. Between the Ohio river and 
tne lakes the distribution of ram has 
been unequal, in a few places in excess, 
while a deficiency is generally reported.

Wells Drury writes the Enterprise 
from Carson that on Friday there was 
an, interesting trial of skill, as well 
of endurauoe, between Nick Will- 
iams, of California, and j George C. 
Thaxter. 


Williams cams up to shoot iu the 


inter-State match, bat in the practice 
after reaching Carson fell down so 
bably at the 500 range, that he was 
dropped out by the Captain of his 
team, Ho is, nevertheless consid' 
ered one of the best 200'yard shots 
on fcbo Coast, and in the contest Fri- 
day proved a worthy contestant for 
our wiry sagebrush sharpshooter. 


The conditions of the match were 


that each man should fire 100 shots 
at the 200-yard range, Creedtaoor 
rules. This was something new for 
Thaxter, asjhe had never before had 
each an experience, whereas Williams 
is a veteran at the business. 


Thaxter led almoat from the begin- 


ning, but at no time was more than 
Jive points ahead.
